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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 15 June 
2010 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 1 5 June 201 0, 
which amends claims 1 -12 and adds new claim 1 3. 

Claims 1-13 are pending. 

3. The Examine withdraws the objection to claim 12 for informalities because 
Applicants amended the claim in the reply filed 15 June 2010. 

4. Applicants overcame the rejection of claims 1 and 3-1 2 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) 
as being unpatentable over Hosokawa (US 6,660,410) by amending the claims and 
demonstrating unexpected results commensurate with the scope of the present claims 
in the reply filed 1 5 June 201 0. 

5. Applicants overcame the rejection of claims 1 , 2, 4-1 2 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as 
being unpatentable over Iwakuma et al. (WO 03/080761 A1), English equivalent US 
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Art Unit: 1786 

2005/0158578 A1 relied upon by amending the claims and demonstrating unexpected 
results commensurate with the scope of the present claims in the reply filed 1 5 June 
2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 -1 3 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art, Hosokawa (US 6,660,410) and Iwakuma et al. (WO 
03/080761 A1), teach a variety of arylcarbazole compounds as host materials for light- 
emitting devices however the references to not specifically disclose or specifically lead 
one of ordinary skill in the art to the presently claimed compounds. Applicants showing 
of unexpected results makes an obviousness rejection inappropriate because of the 
secondary consideration demonstrated by Applicants data (see table 1 page 108 of the 
specification). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
